He 
wore a leather jacket, with a motor 
cap_and goggles, and dark gray knee 
breeches. He rode to the pier on the 
island of Wieringen on a motor cycle 
to meet an aid to his father who was

When the aid drove away in an 
automobile to -go to the ex-Crown 
Prince’s house at Oosterland, about 
six miles away, I asked the ex-Crown 
es uae for an interview in the morn-

uest,’’. hé replied, *( Decause I have 
been so misconstrued. I-had my words 
twisted into meanings differefit from 
what I intended by a cottespéndent) 
whom I received when I first came td 
this island.

The ex-Crown Prince appeared anx- 
fous to know about the peace treaty 
and whether the conditions concerning 
the’trade of Germany and tefritorial 
concessions would be modified by. the 
delegates to the conference at Paris. 
He sald it was a:pity that.all the new, 
smali-nations should be -formed now, 
instead of waiting until the big’ powers 
had signed the ‘peace treaty. : 

_Another War in Ten Years. 

‘Inder the present conditions,’’ he 
‘* there will be nothing but 
trouble and another big’ war indide of 
ten’ years. The people of Eastern 
Prussia and Silesia will.never agree 
with the Polish Government.: Russia, 
Serbia,. Czechoslovakia, Italy, Belgium 
and Japan will ‘all be-furious over the 
settlement, and the only countries that 
will. be céntent are France, England 
and. America, which dogs. not want 
much for herself ‘out of the ‘war. 

‘‘T was very disappointed when I 
read the full. text of. the peace terms, 
because. I had expected Mr. Wilson 
would give Germany less difficult con- 
ditions, so that she could exist as a 
natién and regain her trade with the 
world.

ST. JOHN’S, Juné 10.—The successful 
rtrial flight by the Handley-Page this 
afternoon has changed the whole trans- 
atlantic flying situation. After getting 
into the air yesterday the Vickers-Vimy 
men were inclined to regard the race as 
already won. 

They did not believe the Handley-Page 
could get up today and they were sure 
they. would be away, tomorrw,: even if 
she did, and that the. lage; str, liner 
would require at least two Gays after 


her’ first flight before she could bé off

of het fdut pres $4 suddenly’ startled 
Captain Alcock, the Vimy pilot, and 
Lieutenant Brown, his navigator, while 
they were working busily at their aero- 
@rome and both looked up, to see their 
huge rival ‘soaring serenely. over St. 
John’s, the aspect of things changed 
very suddenly. 

It was one thing to reason that the 
Handley-Page could not get away first. 
It was another tto be satisfied in their 
hearts” that it was. impossible for her 
to do go. At 4:45 P. M. Alcock and 
Brown, with both propellers removed 
from their macihtine and a‘ swarm of mie- 
chanics busily tuning and tightening, 
were rather doubtful if they could get 
away tomorrow. At 5& o'clock’ they 
looked up into the sky and*-were sure 
that tomorrow's sun should not set 
upon them in Newfoundland.’ ‘ 

They decided today that -because of 
various adjustments they would make a 
second trial flight. All day they toiled 
themselves, and spurred on-‘their men, 
in the hope of getting into the air be- 
fore darkness. They realized that even 
after that they must swing the compass 
again and again, turning the big ma- 
chine about as.they aid so.’ That they 
must take aboard 870 gallons of petrol, 
and that’ there were a number of other 
things, each taking time, But, though 
they-were hurrying steadily ahead, they 
thoight they had plenty of time. 

Now, with a real fighting race to. de- 
termine who shall be. off first, | they 
Plan a trial flight at 6 o'clock. tomor- 
row- morning, and believe that only bad 
luck can hold them over another night:

Valentine O’Toole disclosed yesterday 
how. .he catiged the arrest of i” bur+ 
slars. ' 

O'Toole is a policeman who lives at 
266 Wyckoff Street, Brooklyn, and his 
story Was unfolded. when he was dé 
fending charges before Deputy Commis- 
sioner John Leech that he accepted 
méney for a man awaiting trial on the 
charge of being implicatéd in the-theft 
of $6,500 wortn of silks frorh 4 loft at 
2,778 Broadway, Manhattan. | - 

Fighting to sustain his character 
against. the assaults of men whom he 
accused of béing professional burglars 
out to “assassinate ’’ him, he‘ told of 
living for nearly two years with burg- 
lars, pickpockets, and all-round thugs 
and passing on to’ Inspector McCray in- 
formation that caused them to be ar- 
rested. He. told how, once, when he was 
working on an official mission that he 
was captured by a policeman and stood 
up at the point*of a pistol and arrested 
because. He dared not disclose his iden- 
tity without sacrificing police secrets. At 
thie véry time, he sald, he was bleeding 
from. séven Stah wounds inflicted. by 
crooks Who thought him a stool pigeon 
and sought to end his life to silence his 
suspected disclosures. 

More than two hours was required by 
O'Toole to tell hie story. O’Todle, be- 
fore the Second Deputy Commissioner, 
told how, in 1916, Inspector McCray se- 
lected him to leave his home and friends 
in Brooklyn @nd seek acquaintance with 
the crooks who Were terrorizing silk 
merchants and manufacturers in the 
city.

Federal Attorney Asserts. Lynching 
Puts. Georgia in’ Bad Plight.

ATLANTA, @a., June 10.—At a mass 
meeting. held here last night to protest 
against the persecution and murder of 
Jews in Poland and other countries of 
Eastern Europe, United States District 
Attorney Hooper Alexander caused a 
stir by referring to the lynching of Leo 
Frank. After denouncing the ‘* brutal 
murders ' and high-handed - crimes’ 
against the Jews of Eastern Europe, 
Mr. Alexander told thé ‘atidience’ ‘that 
the people of Georgia could not voice a 
protest against Poland without the possi- 
bility of a reply that ‘‘ we no longer 
have any right.to protest against mur- 
der, since the slaying here some recent 
years ago of a man for a crime of which 
he probably. was innocent.’’ 

He‘ then asked the permission of the 
audience to read a paper which he said

Director Says Government Buying 

” Will’ Be Decisive Factor. in 
Stabillzing Trade. — 


The conference between Julius Barnes, 
Wheat Director of the United States, 
and representatives of a majority of the 
divisions of the: grain trade as well as 
producers, which was .called by Mr. 
Barnes for a discussion of the handling 
of the 1919 wheat crop, got under way 
yesterday at the local Chamber of Com- 
merce, Mr. Barnes reviewed the work 
of the Grain Corporation, the Govern- 
ment distributing agency, in e last 
year, in the opening address, and vari- 
ous phases of the marketing of the 1919 
wheat crop were discussed. Particular 
interest was shown in the proposal to 
add prémiums to terminal prices in an 
effort to hold back the crop from the 
market, so that its distribution could be 
accomplished without unnecessary con- 
gestion at- warehouses and elevators. 

In his address to the 300 or 400 repre- 

sentatives of the grain, milling, jobbing, 
baking, and retail trades who attended 
the conference, which will continue to- 
day, Mr. Barnes said, in part: 
‘The reason there is a Wheat Director 
and a Government agency operating for 
this coming year, has been primarily to 
devise a way to make effective to the 
producer the. guarantee price? of “$2.26, 
Chicago basis. In some way the pro- 
ducer must be offered the opportunity to 
market his wheat thereat, and in some 
way the resulting flour must be mar- 
keted here and abroad. 

“It is evident that, with the size of 
the crop now in ‘sight, the. pressure 
for marketing will, shortly, force wheat 
prices in this country back to the Gov- 
ernment guarantee’ basis and that buy- 
ing of wheat in large quantities at that 
basis’ by the Government will be the de- 
cisive: factor in wheat. prices of this 
country, stabilizing them at that Gov- 
ernment guarantee level. 

‘““"Those who would restore the farm 
prices of past years of depression in this 
era of increased prices for labor, ‘ma- 
chinery, and all the supplies that farm- 
ing requires would tend to throw the 
largest basic industry of’ America into 
confusion and demoralization that would 
reach far beyond the confines of that 
agricultural class alone. 

It is far safer, and far more sane, to 
help ease the necessary readjustment 
which credit and currency anlargement 
have forced upon the wor din the form 
of higher prices. Far more effective in 
public Service it is to help that readjust- 
ment bear as lightly as possible until 
those who are most unfavorably affected 
by it may hav chance to realign their 
defense and réadapt their habits. E can- 
not believe that it is the desire, of. any 
business community in Amefica to un- 
duly ph tg by the wider. fluctuations of 
a higher price level. More, I lieve, as 
they understand the distréss. which has 
followed the readjustment of prices, that 
they would help in every way to reduce 
that economic pressure by elimination of 
hazards; reflected in larger tolls be- 
tween. producer and consumer, and I be- 
sieve them to be willing, at some sacri- 
fice to themselves,. to make sure that 
this vital necessity, food, may bear as 
little of ‘trade burden and expense as 


possible.’’ 

“Ts think that. ‘an artificially ~de- 
Pressed . price: for. wheat; would .be de- 
cisive in reducing prices of other foods 
is, in my judgment, pure theory and not 
capable of -demonstration. - Nothing. in 
our..experience of the last two years: 
confirms: it. Wheat’ has. been. stable 
without change... Yet during that period 
corn, rye, and barley have fallen far, 
far below and risén far far:above the 
wheatlevel. On the contrary, could the

The Magic of the Ship Canal. 


The story begins in the middle of the 
19th century. At that time Manchester 
was prosperous—in fact, to her most of 
the modern industries of the world owe 
their origin, and she was reaping. the 
reward of her creative and inventive 
genius—but Manchester was not a port. 

The rapid development of overseas 
commerce brought her only decay and 
stagnation. Her trade was rapidly and 
steadily slipping away to other centers. 

The significant fact was that these 
places were seaports, Manchester was 
merely an important inland city. 

She had no waterway to the sea—raw 
materials unloaded at Liverpool had.to 
be reloaded for rail transit to 
and then again reloaded for distribution 
throughout the country.

They made a similar appeal in the 
following year. They met with another 
rejection; The two contests had cost 
upwards of $500,000. 

Still undaunted,—for they were British, 
and, above all, Lancastrians—the pro- 
moters made a third appeal.

An Act in 
1885 authorized the construction of the 


Manchester Ship’ Canal, and the work 


was finally completed, in 1894.

At the meeting it was explained that 
the cost of inland carriage and expénses 
of what should’ have been unnecessary 
and avoidable handling was surely and 
steadily choking Manchester trade,

It must not, be imagined, however, 
that the scheme, sound and practical as 
it was, was. permitted to go through 
without, strong opposition.

Its promoters applied to Parliament 
for ‘power to proceed with its construc- 
tion in 1883, but, after a long and costly 
contest of opinion, the. Bill was lost.

“Think nationally,” said President 
ROOSEVELT. It was perhaps the 
greatest thing he ever said, addressed 
as it was to a nation which still sang 
“ America ” and described it as a land 
of “ réck-bound hills "—a good enough 
description of Massachusetts, but not 
of South. Dakota, as Dr. CROTHERS, & 
Yankee himeelf, Has pointed out. 
General Woop has the same. idea. 
We must, says he, “ build up a spirit 
of national solidarity.” It is not so 
pungently put as RoosEvELT put it, 
but allowing for the temperamental 
differences between the two men the 
idea is the same. It is time to forget 
the rocks and rills and remember the 
red mud of the Red River of the 
Northythe snow-capped peak of Mount 
Hood, the sycamores of the Wabash, 
and the moss-hung trunks of those 
strange gray wiliows in New Orleans.

budgets of all nations are ds unbal- 
anced as the’ bread budgets; and to 
work out of their embarrassment both 
are dependent upon assistance of our- 
selves, the richest nation in. the ‘world, 
and also the one with the defi-' 
cit in what would be our national 
budget if we Had one. We are acting 
as if it were’a matter of no con- 
sequence that we do not know how 
many billions it will be necessary to 
borrow_to carry ‘us through the next 
year; for which tax capacity is in- 
adequate. Our temper is so light- 
hearted that all competent financial 
authority warns us against speculative 
excesses based in large part upon the 
world’s need .for our surpluses of gold 
and goods. The creation of scores of 
billions of the highest credit known to 
finance—national .debts—has put the 
world into such a liquid condition that 
the possibility of money scarcity is al- 
most beyond imagination. In all coun-\ 
tries strong boxes are full of securities 
upon which credit by the banks cannot 
be denied, and everybody “feels com- 
petent to buy more liberally than 
when ‘* money,’” meaning deposits or 
credit, is less accessible. 

This most obvious feature of the 
present financial situation reminds us 
that it is as much our duty to make 
the world pay for its food as to supply 
it. Nor will the world be unwilling, 
until its hunger grows less.. We have 
financed world war, and now we must 
finance world hunger. In both cases 
it was almost as necessary for our own 
welfare as for the good of the world. 
Those clamoring for a premature re- 
duction of our food prices hardly think 
the matter through. If we could not 
export our surplus foods, including 
others to a total rivaling wheat, there 
would be a collapse of farm values 
such as customarily precedes a crisis. 
The guarantee of wheat has swollen 
all agricultural land values and loans 
to figures which must decline with 
food prices. ‘The food ‘* boom ”* is in 
such contrast with the depression in 
the liquidated security markets—'‘ war 
brides *’ excepted—that a new average 
between them is due in a few crop 
years. 

That is hardly a matter for present 
consideration. This side of. it lies the 
matketing of the preserit trop, and, 
beyond that, the feeding of the world’s 
factories with rdw materials after the 
stomachs of the ‘* hands *’ have been 
filled, These are the topics before.the’ 
conference called by the Food Ad- 
ministration, now sitting. It is not 
hidden from~them. that foreign tax 
money is subsidizing the unemployed 
by millions, and that.it -is not good 
charity to feed those not working for 
their living. Like our own, foreign 
banks are bursting with the. profits of 
a prosperity which must change its 
form with peace. .Now is the time for 
us to sow the seeds of industrial profit. 
Sound banking demands that there 
should be as,much courage in’ financ- 
ing foreign commerce as in checking 
domestic speculation. -It is better to 
keep the funds out of security Values 
than to produce a situation calling for 
a speculative collapse as the only route 
to industrial expansion. It is time for 
us to reduce our credits to: foreign 
Governments and to enlarge them to 
private borrowers abroad.

FIND NEW YORK GLUE 
~ ‘TO BOMB PLOTTER 


Fixed Shoe of Man Killed in 
Washington Explosion. 


CITY OFFERS $1,000 REWARD 


Report of New Evidence Starts 
Detective Off to Bes- 
semer, Penn. 


A new clue to the identity of the man 
who placed the bomb at the home in 
Washington of Attorney General A. 
Mitchell Palmer, on the night of June 2, 
has been discovered by the Government’s 
agencies formed to combat the red 
menace. This was learned yesterday 
when the police were asked to investi- 
gate the story told by a Wew., York 
cobbler. 

One of the few bits of evidence found 
in Washington was a réd rubber heel 
plate, which was wrenched -from. the 
shoe worn by the man killed in the ex- 
plosion, whom the police are certain was 
the criminal. This heel was brought to 
this city last Friday and a search was 
begun to find the shop where it~was 
plated on the man’s shoe. At the same 
time from. Bessemer, Penn., came: ‘Ye- 
ports of a radical agitator who. it was 
said, had..had a paif of -héel plates at- 
tached to his shoes at that place May 20. 

Yesterday, it was learned, the Federal 
agents had found a New York ‘cobbler 
who had. admitted fixing the heel plate 
mentioned. If this tale holds true,.the 
Federal investigators ‘have no doubt that 
the identification. of the ‘Washington 
bomb, plotter will be only a:matter of 
few ‘hours. 

Sergeant James Gegan, héad of. the 
Bomb Squad, it was learned, set out for 
Bessemer early yesterday, Carrying a 
auttcase full off evi regard .to 
the’ bomb outrage.
